I which it Is bolng constantly adopted.

An enthusiastic paper manufacture eays 


tho man of the near futuro will sloop In 
paper houses and -will dine off paper 
dishes. 
Hie traveling will bo done In 


paper cars, with paper wheels, which run 
ovor paper rails. 


When he goes out for a drive on tho 


Boulevard hia horses will be shod with 
paper shoos and his blacksmith's bill 
greatly reduced thereby. 
His wife's bon- 


nets and clothes will bo of paper and he 
will not groan as much over her bills as 
hodoosat present. Hor hats will bo of 
tho eamo material and altogether paper 
will -inter into his dally Ufa to an extent 
not now dreamod of. 


This mayappearsomewhat extravagant, 


but let us see. Paper car wheels havo now 
beon in use for years on some of tho lead- 
ing railroads of the counti y. Numbers of 
them are turned out every day at the 
foundry, at Pullman, 111., and nearly all of 
Pullman palaoo cars are equipped with 
thorn. 


It must not bo supposed that the wheels 


are made entirely of paper. This material 
only foims the Inside of the wheel. Hav- 
ing beon subjected to a tremendous pres- 
sure it Is shaped and then firmly bolted to 


I tho outside, which Is of steel. By this 


method greater strength and durability 
as woll as lightness Is obtained.

Papei rails havo beon mado In Eussia 


arid Germany and havo been used by tho 
railways to some extent, just how much is 
not known. They are manufactured en- 
tirely from papor and nro formed in 
moulds under groat pressure. It Is claimed 
for thorn that they possess gie.itor wear- 


I ing qualities and to be devoid of many 


of tho defects which ordinary rails have,

Tlio papor liorso shoe Is not a now in- 


vention. It has boon used in Europe for 
some years, and many advantages are 
claimed for it. It Is made of paper 
formed undor great ptossure, and it is 
said cot only to lasl longer lhan the 
ordinary shoe, but as It wears to con- 
stantly keep a rough under surface, thus 
enabling Iho hoiso to got a Him foothold 
on tlio load way. Those shoes have not 
boon introduced ou this side of the water 
to any extent, but it is toellovod that thoy 
will BOO n. 


How will paper hats and garments suit 


the ladles? Will thoy adopt goods of this 
material in piofoionco to silks, cottons 
and woolens? That is a question which 
is likely to oorne up in the near futuie.

Denied— How to Hold u Reptile Willie 
Alive—Few People Have the Werve to 
Try It—SomollLliig About Doail Sunken. 


Snakes were tholr text and upon snakes 


In August they dwelt partleulatly. The 
three, Tom Johnson, Bill Twiggs and Joe 
Bryan, were sitting In the sliade of the 
porch of tho waysido tavern in tho valloy 
of Virginia trying to pass in comfort a 
warm afternoon. Thoy had grown tired 
of whittling the bench, tirod of smoking, 
tired of discussing almost evarything. A 
snake fence straggling up ono of the 
spurs of tho Alleghenles turned tholr talk 
to snakes. 


"This talk of rattlesnakes going blind 


in August is all bosh," said Bill Twiggs. 
"I have studied rattlesnakes a llttlo, and 
know whereof I do speak. 
On the 15th of 


August, somo years ago, I was camping 
ovor there on the Blue Bldge. I was ex- 
pecting friends that day.and strolled down 
the mountain side to meot them.

be heard at somo distance. Near the road 
was a big oak tree, with one of its roots 
half protruding from the ground. 
The 


grass was velvety here, and I sat down 
to read my paper, my back against the 
tree, and rny right leg stretched along 
the root. 1 filled my pipe and placed the 
rather gaudy tobacco pouch by my side. 
Boon I was busy with my paper.

denly my attention was attracted by 
the 
sound of 
what I 
thought 
a 


creaking wagon in the distance, I raised 
my head to listen, and, as I lowered 
my eyes to the paper again, I caught 
sight of a beautiful specimen of a rattler 
«. little more than two feet long, slowly 
making his way toward the tobacco 
pouch. The gleaming mass of black and 
range scales weta hardly an inch from my 
right leg, and I wondered how it had not 
touched me. A very slight motion on my 
part diverted the snake's attention from 
tho brightly colored pouch.and to my hor- 
ror I saw the venomous creaturesuddenly 
coll itself and prepais to strike. Of course 
I jumped, and from my sitting posture 
I must have cleared fourteen feet. Then 
the insane desire took possession of mo to 
capture the snake alive for tho amusement 
of some girls who were at our camp, He 
had relaxed his coll as I jainpod and lay 
perfectly still along tho tree's root. 
Creeping v.p behind him, I dropped a big, 
flat rock easily upon his back. Instantly 
he set up a horrible rattling, and so upset 
my nerves that I had to kilt him. Ills rat- 
tling, by the way, is supposed to act as a 
warning, but I am inclined to think that 
it is one of tho means employed by the 
snako to terrify his intended victim. That 
snako was not blind, for ho undoubtedly 
eaw the tobacco pouch and was attracted 
by it, and the malicious look ho gave after 
I had imprisoued him beneath tho stone 


afolevol and smooth as a floor; Iho side- 
walks almost woithy of Paris, and tho 
publio buildings handsomer lhan those of 
Signanoro and Hong Kong. Like those 
two cities, it is no longer unhealthy; san- 
itary engineering, scientific drainage,effi- 
cient street cleaning and thorough disin- 
fection whenever and wherever necessary 
havo reduced the death and dlbeaso rate 
to about tho normal of Marseilles and 
Naples. 


The progress of Saigon is wonderful 


enough, but that of the new cities in the 
interior, Choo-Loong and Mytho, borders 
on the marvelous. 
These, whon tha 


French conquered the country, were small 
agricultural villages; thoy aro now busy 
manufacturing cities, the former possess- 
ing a population of nearly 200,000 and the 
latter one almost if not quite as largo. 
The policy of the administration strongly 
favors immigration. The result is a steady 
stream of Anamilea, Slamesose, Burmese 
and Chinese from Yunnan and Touquin by 
land and Macao, Hong Kong and Canton 
by water. Tho two now cities are essen- 
tially Mongolian In tho nationality of 
t.'afs citizens, but they are French to the 
com in their neatness, cleanliness and 
municipal excellence. Busy is no word 
for them. Baw materials coma in from 
every direction and manufactured goods 
pour out. 
The railroads and tho Saigon 


river carry tens of thousands of tons of 
freight annually. 


The working people seem contented and 


prosperous. 
Their wants are fow indeed. 


Bents are very low. about a half dollar a 
month an adult; the less clothing, the 
greater the comfort, and the simpler the 
diet, tho better for hoalth. Wages are 
good, and consideiing the actual cost of 
living they are very good. Unskilled la- 
borers average twenty-five cents per 
diem and skilled about twice as much. 
This is about double what they are In 
China and servos to explain the constant 
stream of immigrants from that empire. 


The French rule with a rod of iron, but 


rule with an even-handed justice, which 
has won the hearte ot their subjects. Thoy 
show a far deeper interest in tho welfare 
of tholr wards than do the English in Hong 
Kong or the Dutch in Sumatra. The caste 
system which prevails in tho two cities 
mentioned, making a Mongol or a Malay 
a social outcast, is almost unknown in the 
Fiench colony. They bellove that their 
subjects' interests are Identical with their 
own and act accoidingly. Under their 
benign rule, it Is easy to see that Coohin- 
China Is destined to have a groat future, 
and that Saigon ore long will be an East- 
srn metropolis as rioh and Influential as 
Singapore, Hong Kong or Yokohama.

How Hats Are Trapped lu Burmiili. 
Rats may readily bo Induced to jump 01 


drop into any recoptacla, ospooii-'''y If it 
affords them adequate concealment, and 
thoy do this without ono lingering sus- 
picion of their inability to reach the only 
existing outlet when the timo for retreat 
approaches. Thus traps on this principle 
may readily bo designed, and are obvious- 
ly preferable to our rat traps where the 
voimin are numerous. This method was 
thus explained by our correspondent, whc 
epoke of tho traps as bolng most "sue 
cessfully usod In Burmah, whore tho rals 
are a perfect pest. Tho jar trap was sot 
for thieo nights." 


" On Iho first occasion I saw twenty-two 
rats turned out. On tho second night onl> 
nine rats wore caught. The trap was thon 
put away for weeks, when it was again 
successfvlly used, but I am unable to say 
to what extent it thon succeeded. Tho 
common Pegu jar I used usod was about 
IX to 2 foot, deep, and u or 15 innhnabroad 
and a holo was punched in tho shoulder 
just largo enough for a rat to enter. 
There was about six or seven Inohos of 
paddy (ilco in husk) in tho jar, which 
was burled to within eight iuohos of 
the top. The mouth of the jar was thon 
closed with a boaul and a stone. A quan- 
tity of old timber joisls and straw woro 
in the outhouse, and no ond of rat holes 
everywhoio around. 


"I incline to tho opinion that my bluo- 


leggod Burmah servant vory "judicious- 
ly" punched tho holo with an obi nail and 
a hammer, for though it was by no means 
regular or quite round (It soemod at first 
slghl too small), it just admillod a hungry 
ral. I do not think the r.its, at lor thoy 
had eaten all tho gialn, could have gotten 
thiough the holo, thoy secmod so filled 
out; otherwise, with such a lot In the jar, 
some could havo got totlie hole and pulled 
thiough, I imagine. 
A moving mass of 


filghtened, screaming rats Is a bad 'tak- 
ing off' for a jump, I admit, but an old 
fellow now and then might havo hit tho 
holo. I doubt if ho could, howovar, have 
got through." It is Important, however, 
in traps ofthis kind to seo that Iho inside 
of tho vossol is so smooth as to afford no 
foothold for rats, or thoy will roadllj es- 
cape by climbing tho sides. — London 
Field.

Tattooing- in Uurman. 


Of all Burmese customs, ono of tho most 


pingular Is thai of tattooing the person 
from tho waist to below tho kuoos, with 
figures in black ink. Every man in tho 
whole of Burmah Is thus adorned; and, 
unless his skin bo unusuallydark, ho looks 
at a little distance as if ho woro clothed in 
a tight-lilting pair of kneo-bioochoB. Thle 
"mark of manhood," which is usually con- 
ferred whon tho subject is between twelve 
and fourteen years of ago, is a very painful 
ono, and tho agony, which must necessar- 
ily be of tho most Intense, is often pro- 
longed from thieo days to a wook. Tho 
subject, stupefied with opium, lies Insonsl- 
blo to tho pain, while ono figure after 
another giadually appears on his skin. 
Uho instrument used by the tatlooor In 
doing this dainty woik is a brass rod 
iioaily t\\o foot In length and one-half 
Inch in diameter, weighted at tlio lop with 
little ornamental figure and piovldod at 
tho other oud with a hollow point, divided 
Into four very sharp points by ciosa slits. 
Deep as the points of this stylus sink Into 
the flash they seldom diaw blood, but tho 
limbs and body soon swell lu a manner 
lhat would alarm anyone who did not 
known hat tho final result would bn. 


Eight tupees is tho usual fco paid tho 


fatlooor for his wook's work. The figures 
that compose Iho designs vaiy little, con- 
sisting, as a rule, of tlgois, dragons and 
devils. Each of these figures is usually 
surrounded by a border sentence Invok- 
ng good luck upon the owner of Iho skin 
wheioou thoy nro inscribed. Tho Bur- 
rnoso havo many curious customs, tlio 
tattooed knee-brooches bolng one of the 
most singular.—St. Louie Republic.

So far 
as 1 know, prior to this time, real estate 
had at all times paid taxea for state pur- 
pORca. In pursuance of this policy of 
relieving the people of the support of 
the state government an aot was passed 
and approved on June 8, 1871 (P. L., 
281 \ repealing the aot which imposed a 
tax of 1 per cent, on incomes of trades- 
men, occupations and professors over 
1200. Aenm, by an act approved March 
91, 1878, the laws Imposing taxes upon 
mol»», horns, mares, geldings and cat- 
tle for state purposes was repealed. (P, 
L. 1878, page 460 


BELIEF FEOM TAXATION.

"Agali, prior to 1883 the indigent in- 


sane ha 1 been supported by the local 
Buthorit es, but as the state debt melted 
itway and the' taxes of the great cor- 
poration » increased it waa believed that 
the stati could well afford to assist in 
the caro and maintenance of the unfor- 
tunate poor. By an act approved June 
18, 1883, the exixmee of the care and 
treatment of the indigent insane was 
divided between the counties and the 
ettito. 
Neither party can claim ex- 


clusive credit for this act, bet axise in 
1883 the law making departments of the 
stulo were divided between the two par- 
ties. Fjom this act great relief has 
come to the townships and counties. 
The amount paid by the state for the 
year OIK ing Nov. 30, 1890, as approved 
by the report of the auditor general, 
was $40H,6flr!,!)3. 
"In a oreneral way the constant trend 


oE legisl ition has been to put more re- 
sponsibilities upon the state, and to that 
extent townships, cities and counties 
have been aided, and the overburdened 
real estate has been assisted. It is self 
evident that it takes just so much 
money to sustain the local, municipal 
and stale governments. The more you 
add to the state, the less you collect 
from tho others. In the two items of 
common schools and indigent insane 
thestaix' now pays $5,400,000 annually. 
To that extent, every acre of land in the 
broad ci nmnonweulth is correspondingly 
beni'Gtcl, and to that extent are the 
farmers of Pennsylvania relieved of the 
burden of taxation. 


"In addition to all these things, the 


state has been from year to year extend- 
ing her benefactions in the building and 
maintaining hospitals for miners and 
persons injured from many onuses. In 
this way many hundreds of thousands 
of dollars annually have been and are 
being e> peuded by the state which go 
to aid p irsons who but for that would 
have to be supported by the local au- 
thoritie.i. Every one admits that in the 
language of section 1 of article 9, of 
the con' titution. taxation ought to be 
equal. That as tho blessings of the gqv- 
ernmenl are shared by all, so should its 
burdens be equally borne by all. 


TAXING TUB COlirORATIONS. 


"Since 1883 an honest effort has been 


made to make personal and corporate 
property pay more taxes than they did 
hithertc. As far back as 1844 an act 
was pasiedimposing a tax upon moneyed 
capital. Every one knows that the aot 
was practically a dead letter. Prior to 
1885 
the whole personal property as- 


sessed nud returned was only $145,000,- 
000. The first year under the act of 1885 
the return was $395,000,000, an increase 
of ^50,000,000 in the first year. The 
proper jnforcemeut of subsequent legis- 
lation ought to bring many millions 
more from their hiding places. 


"The act of 1891 increased the tax on 


mortgages and moneys owing by solvent 
debtors from three mills to four mills. 
It also) aised the tax upon the capital 
stock oi banks, railroads and otner cor- 
porations from three mills to five mills, 


It is easily seen that since 18C6 the 


legislation directed by the Republican 
party h,»s been in the line of the equali- 
zation cf the public burdens. Since that 
time all real estate has been relieved 
from state taxation, trades, occupations 
and professions have been exempted, as 
well as have horses and cattle. 


"At the same time mountains of the 


public debt have rapidly melted away. 
By the aid given and being given to 
common schools and the insane poor 
the real estate of the commonwealth has 
been aided more than $5,000,000 an- 
nually. 
Surely that is a record of 


which any party has a right to be 
proud. A party which has a right to 
nslc the continued confidence and sup- 
port of "he people. 


"I have my own notions of tax equali- 


zation, while the course of the party 
and its legislation h&s for a quarter of 
a centu ry tended steadily toward fair- 
ness in taxation. Yet speaking for my- 
self, and for myself alone, we have not 
yet reac bed the point where the public 
burdens fall alike upon all classes of 
property and upon all classes of persons. 
' 'I ho]» soon to see the day when every 


kind of property in tha stat« which is 
owned imd held for profit shall not only 
be alike protected, but at the same time 
shall be subjected to (ts fair share of 
the pul'hc burdens, and that without 
regard 1 o whether the property is owned 
by a CO) poration or a private individual, 
and no matter whether it be real or 
whethe/ it be personal. 
"Permit me to say in conclusion that 


I can see no reason why any real estate 
owner or farmer should vote against 
our mot t excellent state ticket. So far 
his benefits have come from the Repub- 
lican piurty.

from any other source. He can reason- 
ably and hopefully look to it to remed;

NEW YoRi, Oct. 18. 


A veiy significant interest is mani- 


fested by certain New York Democrats 
in the result of next month's election in 
Pennsylrania. Developments of the last 
two week's show that a close relation- 
ship exists between thei managers of the 
Democratic campaigns in these two 
states. It is remarkable that not a few 
of the big men in Tammany have been 
recently heard booming Pattison for '92.. 


The air is filled with rumors of an al- 


leged understanding, or deal, by which 
the young Democratic Governor of the 
Keystone state is to be made the choice 
of the starw&rt Democratic bravea of 
the Tammany tribe. Big Chief Croker, 
while seated in the Hoffman house cafa 
a night or two ago, chatting with a 
friend, was heard to remark: "I tell 
you, Pattison is the coming man. 
You 


might as well buckle down to that fact 
right now. 
Tammany can name the 


winner in the next national convention 
and it will be Pattison sure, if we carry 
Pennsylvania this trip." 


TAMMANY BRAVES BOOM PATTISON. 


Tlrs is but a specimen talk of what 


can be heard almost any time at the 
nightly gatherings of Tammany men 
hereabouts. One of the most influen- 
tial members of the organization is 
quoted as saying that in the event of the 
election of the Democratic state ticket 
in Pennsylvania nothing can prevent 
Pattison's nomination for president next 
year. He argued that Hill practically 
took himself out of the race when he 
accepted the election to the United 
States senate. Had he decided to run 
for governor again and then been 
elected, he would undoubtedly head the 
national ticket in '92. Tammany will 
never consent to Cleveland, but will, 
however, insist upon gaining the pres- 
tigo of naming the candidate.

•• to Wliollior Man In Inhabited— 
Some Scientific Facts. 


When Prof. Goorgo Davidson of tho 


Davidson Observatory and tho Coast and 
Goodotlo Sutvoy was shown tho Paris 
cablegram saying that an old lady had 
just died at Spa, leavinglOO.OOOf as a prize 
to the astronomer, Fionoh or foreign, who 
witbln ten years shall be able to commu- 
nicate with any planot or star, ho read It 
through slowly onco.then he read It twice 
more rapidly. Finally, he picked It up, 
held It at tho proper distance from his 
oyos, and squinted at it just as he would 
squint at Merouiy through his telescope 
if ho wanted to find the big tortolso-shaped 
spot on its northern hemisphere. 


"From tho very form hor bequest takes

uud that the diawing is a signal. Then, 
of course thoy will sot to work to answer 
It by building just such a uguie on Mars. 
That will be talking from star to star. 


"But all this Is bosh and nonsenso to 


mo, and I daro say it was bosli and non- 
sense to tho man who whoedlod this 
Frenchwoman into sotting asidis her 100,- 
OOOf. But \\hoevor he was, ho knew on 
which side his biead was buttered, and 
know that such a tmst, for whatever pur- 
pose, would bear interest. 


"But even supposing that tho Dosart of 


Sahara is ono great plain and that It is 
largo enough for tho putposo, and even 
supposing that it wns possible to make 
such an enoimous llguio, I am in doubt 
whether tho pooplo on Mais, with such 
tcloscopos as wa uss, would bo able to 
BOO it. 


"At ceitaln times Mais is but 34,000,000 


miles from the eaith, but it gets further 
and fuithei away, until tho distance Is 
61,800,000 miles 
That is a good way ofl" to 


see tiiangles 
But if liars is inhabited I 


am Inclined to believe that tho Inhabit- 
ants ate not fools 
If they saw a triangle- 


ebaped object on the face of the earth 
they would not lump to the chlmeiical 
conclusion that thoie weie Idiots enough 
down heie to build such an affair.

any of the planets besides the earth ate 
Inhabited, We think wo know that it 
might be possible for men to live on Mer- 
cury.

Consequently 
wo believe it is a good many times hotter 
tLan Arizona on Mercury. 
Thoie are 


other disadvantages, such as lack of 
space, enoimous mountains, and no cer- 
tainty o[ atmosphere. 
Moroury Is only 


6,060 miles in diameter, yot theio are 
mountains on Its surface ovor twelve 
miles high. 


"Vonus Is 00,134,000 miles from the sun 


and IB plenty hot enough, although noaily 
twice as far as Mercury from the Gieat 
Heater. 
Then thore is some question 


about tho atmosphere as yet, and the year 
Is only 224 days long. 


"Tho oarth comes next, being 91,430,000 


miles from tho sun. After this planet is 
Mars, 139,311,000 miles from tho luminary. 


"All astronomers admit that If people 


like those on the earth live on any of the 
other planet Mars is probably the one. 
The reason why is easy to toll. Although 
Morals further from the sun than the 
oarth his orbit is so ecoentiio that at cei- 
taln times ho is only 120,318,000 miles 
away, consequently the 
temperatures 


aro, likely, merely o little more moderate 
than those on the earth. Then, too, the 
diurnal motion ot tho two planets is about 
the same, so that from one year's end to 
another tbe distance from tho oarth to 
Mars varies only from 33,800,000 miles to 
61,800,000. Mars has its seasons and its 
polar Ice just like the earth. 


"Through the telescopes we can watch 


Ice-fields at the poles get larger as winter 
approaches and see them get smaller 
again in tho summer. Mars has an at- 
mosphere and clouds llko those on earth. 


There aro continents and oceans on 


Mars, so that altogether the analogy be- 
tween tho planot and tho eaith is very 
olose, the striking difference being that 
Mai3 Is much the smaller. 


"Astronomers are moie and more dis- 


posed to believe that Mars is inhabited. 
You ask me If we know, how ever, and I 
promptly toll you we do not. An astron- 
omer named Schlapparelli claims ho is 
able to see a double line of canals on 
Mars 
These must be enormous works If 


he can see thorn, and must represent astu- 
pendous amount of work on the paitof 
an almost countless number of people. 
I 


cannot see them through my teloscope, 
and many others fall. 
After all, these 


canals may be In Schiapparelli's eye. Peo- 
ple get what they call astigmatism, nowa- 
days, and bee two pencils where there is 
only one. Perhaps that is what Schiap- 
parclh has. 


"But even If there are people on Mars, 


and oven if they have built canals, as for 
talking with them," and the professor re- 
peated the statement to make It more 
positive, "as for talking with them, non- 
tense."—San Francisco Examiner.
